P1TT8BURG. July 4.—Intelligence 
has just been received here that the 
steamer Sciota, with a large excursion 
party on board, collided with a tow 
boat near Mingo Junction, Ohio, and 
one hundred and fifty people are 
ported drowned. 


MINOO JUKCNON, O., July 4.— 
The steamer Scioto, with about five 
hundred passengers, collided with the 
John Loomas in the middle of the 
river to-night, sinking the Scioto in 
fifteen feet of water, only the pilot 
house being visible. 
The excursion 
ists are arriving but are so much ex- 
cited that oAcials cannot get any 
definite information as to the number 
lost. One of the survivors says the 
Scioto was coming up the river under 
a full head of steam and when about 
Ixalf a mile from Mingo Junction the 
John Loomas was sighted coming 
down. The pilot of the Scioto whist 
ied for the channel, but owing to a 
misunderstanding both boats took the 
same side, the Loomas striking the 
Scieto and sinking her in fifteen feet 
of water in threa minutes from the 
time of the collision. 
The scene on 
the Scioto were heartrending, and life 
atroggies were frightful to behold. 
The Loomas wasonly slightly disabled 
and went to work at once to save those 
on board the anfortunate Scioto. 


Arthur MacNulty, of Cross Creek, 
who witnessed the collision, says: "As 
soon as I saw the accident I jumped 
into my skiff and started for the 
wreck. When I got there I got five 
persons within a distance of twenty 
five feet, and there were two other 
skiffs below me picking them up, but 
don't know hew many they got. 
They were hallowing all around, and 
there appeared to be a great many in 
the wreck, but it was too dara: for me 
to see the number. I then took the 
parties I rescued to the Ohio side and 
by that time the Loomis had landed 
their party and returned to the wreck. 
I had just come from work as the boat 
9 past and could not tell bow 
many were on beard, but from what 
the parties who had landed told me 
there was from 650 to 700 on the boat. 
From the run ot the conversation of 
those who had been landed I gatheied 
that from 600 to 660 were landed. 
Three women were carried aahore and 
died after they had been rescued. Two 
littld boys and the aasiatant engineer 
of the Sdoto were reacned and stopped 
atOoz'a. The assiitanten^neer told 
me be thonght many lites were lost,

STEUBENTXLLS, July §.—Hundreds 
of people are attracted to the sccite of 
the wrecked Scioto; some in search of 
missing loved ones, and others from 
curiosity. 
One dead body has been 
recovered on the Ohio side, and two 
bodies of boys are reported near 
Wellsville. 
Two boys were picked 
up on the Virginia side who hac 
swam a mile and a half below the 
plaee of the accident. They say that 
about fifty persons were with them 
on the lower deck when the boat sunk 
and many of these are probably 
drowned. Captain Thomas, of Scioto, 
is crazed with grief at the loss of his 
son and benumbed with cold by fruit 
less search for his body in the watery 
cabin. The body has sinca been founc, 
at Brilliant Station. 


The death roll will probably exceed 
fifty. There are mote than this 
number missing and all chances of es< 
cape are heard from. Hundreds of 
persons from Wellsville and East Liv 
erpool weut down to the scene of the 
disaster this forenoon.

Incidents and Accidents of the 
Day. 


The 106th anniversary of our na- 
tional independence 
yesterday re- 
ceived one of the biggest send-offs 
ever known in the city's history. The 
heavy rain of Monday night was fol- 
lowed by bright clear skies, and at an 
early hour incoming trains on all the 
railroads and 
long processions of 
wagons brought 
in our suburban 
neighbors, all out for a big day. 
The 
streets were thronged with strangers 
and the stores and saloons drove a 
thriving business. The faces of our 
merchants were wreathed in smiles 
and everything betokened a day of 
prosperity for our city. 
It is esti- 
mated that at least 20,000 people 
from abroad helped to participate in 
our celebration. 


The court house square and sur- 
rounding thoroughfares swarmed with 
people when, at 1 o'clock, the procc s- 
sion started. 
The procession, mar- 
shaled by Col. O. D. Hurd 
and 
numerous assistants, moved^ in the 
following order: Form on East Berry, 
right resting on Calhoun, north on 
Calhoun to Columbia, east on Colum- 
bia to Barr, south on Barr to VVayne, 
west on Wayne to College, south on 
College to 
Washington, 
west 
on 
Washington to fair grounds. 


The streets along which the pro- 
cession moved were lined with people, 
and the various striking features fif 
tha passing pageant were loudly cheer-

L. Olds' foundry, Centlivre's brewery, 
the "New Home" sewing machine, 
Sam, Pete A Max, L. B John's car- 
riage works, etc. 
A number of gro- 
tesquely masked equestrians were re- 
ceived with n^ch hilarity, and the 
Oar of Liberty, freighted with appro- 
priately clad young misses, represent- 
ing the original thirteen state?, was a 
principal feature. Our finely equipped 
fire department was in line, and the

the

engines 
gleaming in the sun, the hose carts 
and hook add ladder truck excited, 
a buzz 
of 
admiration 
all 
along 
the route. The Kendall vil le 
and 
Aboite bands were in the procession, 
the Kendallville boys in their neat 
blue uniforms and nodding plumes, 
mashing the rural maidens who actu- 
ally ran to keep up with the wind 
jammers. Arriving at the fair grounds 
with no accident, the procession dis- 
banded, and the regular exercises of 
the day began. A stand draped with 
flags was erected in front of the grand 
stand, and was occupied by the pres- 
ident of the day. the orator, reader of 
the Declaration, the county and city 
officials, etc. Hon. P. P. Randall pre- 
sided, and shortly after two o'clock 
the crowd or that portion of it which 
could be reached by the president's 
voice, was called to order. After 
music by the Kendallvillé band, sta 
tioned in the judge's stand. Rev. W. 
F. Yocum, president of the M. E. c )1 
lege offered prayer. The well known 
young attorney, James M. Rotinson, 
then read the Declaration of Inde 
pendenoe in a clear, well modulated 
voice, which was followed by tke ora- 
tion.

Fellow ClUsens : 


The event which this day oommem- 
oratM is distinctively American. No 
other nation has such an anniversary 
as this. No other people celebrate at 
once Uie birth of a nation and the 
estabUiriunent of a government based 
on the doctrine that the people are 
the aonroe of political power. Unlike 
all other nations ours owee its exist- 
enoe to principle. It was built on 
prineipie» and Ite grand mftrck to the 
magnifimat nwk whieh it now holds 
iMMi bMB Ow iriotoiy of U r ejtflted 
IBiodictottqnjtyott huto 


man to govern himself, in words of no 
uncertain sound. The ringing tones 
of that grand document stirs the true 
soul as a trumpet blown in the night 
stirs the warrior's heart. 


The men who gather^ in solemn 
council on Thursday, July 4th, 1776, 
were not influenced by selfish motives. 
They sought neither riches nor fame. 
A great principle moved the men who 
elected the members of that congress, 
and it was a part of the mental organ- 
ization of every member of that body. 
They were long in seesion, their de- 
liberations were solemn and profound, 
their discussion warm and earnest. 
What mighty interests hiing upon 
their decision! What if the declara- 
tion bad failed? What if the bonds 
that bound us to the mother country 
had not been severed ? Greater inter- 
ests never before depended upon the 
decision of men. Not only was that 
decision of deep importance to Amer- 
ica, but it was so to all the civilized 
nations of the world. 
It was not 
mcely a decision that America should 
have a separate national existence; it 
vas a judgment that liberty should 
prevail throughout all the lands and 
to all the inhabitants thereof. Grand 
results have flowed from the judg- 
ment pronounced on that July day. 
To many and many a man the sun has 
brighter shone; the world seemed 
lovelier and better because of that 
righteous judgment of our fathers. 
That judgment called into being the 
greatest nation of the earth, for in the 
roll call of nations nune makes might- 
ier answers than ours. 
But no conti- 
nent circumscribed the effect of the 
decision of that memorable day. 
It 
has broken shackles and chains in 
lands beyo nd the great ocean which 
separates the new world from the old. 


Free governments rest on this faith, 
on this rests our own. The principle 
that men are capable of peif govern- 
ment was an old one in America at 
the time the congress assembled at 
Philadelphia. Long ht^fore the event- 
ful Fourth of July 1776 this principle 
had found its way to our -bores. More 
thsn one hundred and fifty years be- 
fore that day a storm tossed ship an- 
chored off the snow covered coast of 
the uew world. Battered by tempests 
she had crossed the ocean bv aring men, 
who if intolerant in some things, were 
brave, and steadfast, and true in all. 
These men had braved all perils, cast 
aside all the comforts of home and 
civilization, to find freedom in the 
wild forests and «mong the savage 
tribes of ihe new world. No selfish 
motives influenced them. They were 
not adventurers. They were not seek- 
ers of gold. They were not warriors 
hungering for fame. They were men 
of iron will and stern nature, but they 
were men of lofty principle. 
They 
were heart and soul devoted to the 
grand ideas of civil liberty. 
In sol- 
emn council three men gathered in 
the cabin of the Mayflower. 
Thus 
they expressed their idea» in the cov- 
enant made in the cabin of that little 
ship on that bleak November day: 
"We agree before God and each other 
that the freely expressed will of the 
majority shall be the law of all, which 
we will all obey. 


ihe cause which so firmly united 
colonies and enabled them to achieve 
such grand results has lost none of its 
vigor. Principlfs of right are eternal. 
Age abates not their force nor weakens 
their power. Those of the colonists 
are ours to-day in all their vigor and 
shorn of none of their original bright- 
ness. Their flag, too, is ours. Time 
has laid no heavy hand upon it. It is 
as fresh and bright and beautiful as 
when first it kissed the summer breeze 
in the morning of the long ago. What 
we love is to us always bright and 
beautiful and we love our flag. Thai 
which brought success to our ancestors 
will bring success to us, and will 
enable us to carry our country to the 
very summit of national power and 
grandeur. 
Alap; the great roadway 
of nations she is sweeping with resist- 
less force. With swift and certain 
strides she is nearing the summit of 
natioLal greatness and the day ap- 
proaches when she will reach the 
loftiest points to which a nation can 
go, higher than any has ever gone. 
The day is at hand when he who looks 
to the summit of national greatness 
shall see, see high above all others, 
throwing its folds ime and far, the 
standard of the great republic.

The 
foot race was won by a man named 
Reeves and the second was J. McCon- 
ley, who also won the sack race.
